THE HALIFAX DISASTER 


Funds Are Urgently Needed—Sub- 
scription List Opened in 
Bow Island. 


A letter was received here in Bow 
Island last week by Mr. 8S. G. Jamie- 
son from the Mayor of Medicine Hat, 
S. Cruickshanks, in which the writer 
stated that at a meeting held in Cal- 
gary recently in connection with the 
Halifax disaster he was requested to 
| effect an organization for the Med- 
licine Hat district, embracing all the 
surrounding towns and villages. 

It is pointed out that $30,000,000 is 
| the amount estimated that will be re- 
quired to restore to anything like 
normal conditions in Halifax. 

The British government has grant- 
} ed $5,000,000, the American govern- 
ment $7,000,000, and it is anticipated 
that the Dominion government in ad- 
dition to already having given a line 
of credit sof $3,000,000, will possibly 
double the grant. The balance will 
have to be made up by popular sub- 
| scription, and the relief committee 
have allotted to the public of Canada 


3 | $1.00 per capita of their portion of 


the burden which will have to be 


| borne. 
| This leaves, aapproximately $262,000 


to be raised in the southern half of 
| Alberta. 

The executive are requesting the 
councils of the local municipalities to 
| make a grant from their municipality, 

which will be raised by a tax on the 
| lands,

sented to.act without salary, and it is 
| earnestly hoped that the general pub- 
lic will respond to this appeal as gen- 
erously as possible.

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SECURE YOUR GARDEN SEEDS 
EARLY. 


| It appears to be quite certain that 
1| the supply of garden seeds will be 
short next spring. While there is noth- 
ing to be done at present with regard 
to making a larger supply available, it 
will be wise for those »who have sur- 
plus supplies on hand to take good 
care of them and it will be equally 
wise for those who want to save them- 
| selves trouble to get their seeds now 
| if possible. 

Most of the standard garden seeds, 
such as the seeds of beets, mangels, 
rape, cabbage, turnips, carrots, etc., 
come from Germany and Belgium, and 
to a less extent from Bngland and 
Scotland. Since the war started we 
|have been using up the surplus on 
hand from these sources, but the sup- 
plies from Germany and Belgium are 
now cut off, and we have not made 
any progress in the production of 
garden seeds sufficient to appreciably 
affect the supply. Those who rely on 
their gardens to furnish an import: 
ant part of their home living should 
be careful to protect themselves.

SCREENINGS AVAILABLE AS HOG 
FEED. 


The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture is giving the best assistance 
possible to the campaign for increas- 
ed hog production in order to meet 
the urgent need of the Allies for 
larger supplies of bacon. The questi 
of economical feeds in sufficient quan. 
tity is necessarily important in meat 
production, and in times of keen de- 
mand the cheaper kinds of foods take . 
of a relatively high value, In former 
years large quantities of our screen. — 
ings have been exported to the 
United States, but by a recent Feder- 
al order-in-council an embargo has 
been put on screenings in order to en- 
courage their larger use within the 
Dominion, under the direction of the 
Food Controller. Licenses on export 
will not be granted until the Live 
Stock Branch of the Fed part-. 
ment of Agriculture, acting for tha 
Food Controller, has had opportunity 
to purchase at the export price offer- 
ed to millers, The grade called “A” 
screenings are the class of feed be- 
ing offered to feeders. They consist 
chiefly of cracked wheat, oats, buck- 
wheat, wild oats and other grains but 
are separated screenings and do not 
include dark seeds. A considerable 
supply of this feed is now held by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
and is available for immediate ship- 
ment to feeders, 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 


culture is co-operating with the Fed- 
eral Government by undertaking to 
receive applications for supplies of 
this feed, and to attend to its distri- 
butions. It is available only in car lots. 
either to individuals or co-operative 
groups.| Co-operative groups may be 
such farmers’ organizations as the 
United Farmers’ Associations, the Ag- 
ricultural Societies or any other group 
which may co-operate simply for the 
purpose of securing these supplies. 
Shipments will be made on usual feed 
terms, namely: sight dfaft attached 
to bill of lading. Accepted cheque for
